Although Msgr. Conroy had been 
in ill health for several years, 
death came unexpectedly. He had 
participated in the closing of the 
Forty Hours’ Devotion at the 
Cathedral and had returned to the 
rectory only a short time before 
he died. With him were five Mon- 
signori and some 30 priests who 
had attended the devotions. The 
sacrament of Extreme Unction was 
administered immediately by the 
Rev. Stanley Manoski, first assis- 
tant at the Cathedral, and the 
priests joined in the singing of the 
prayers for the dead. 

Msgr. ‘Conroy celebrated his 
69th birthday last March. He was 
rector of the Cathedral for more 
than 25 years and a priest for more 
than 45 years, having celebrated 
the anniversaries last June. At 
that time he was honored by mem- 
bers of the Cathedral parish and 
hosts of friends throughout the 
city. 

Msgr. Conroy’s body was re- 
moved to the Getz and Cahill fun- 
eral parlors. It will be removed 
to the Cathedral at a time not yet 
announced, where friends will pay 
their respects prior to the funeral 
on Saturday. 

The rector was born in Rich- 
mond, Ind., March 8, 1877, the son 
of James and Mary (Fitzgerald)

Rome, Oct. 7—(NC)— Whatever 
may be the fate of Archbishop 
Aloysius Stepinac at the hands of 
his accusers, history will record his 
trial before what is termed a “peo- 
ple’s court” in Zagreb as an ex- 
ample of Christian courage and 
conviction in the face of perverted 
justice. a4 

This is the unanimous opinion 
reachéd here on the basis of 
reports from the school gymna- 
‘sium where the trial wag staged 
‘with all the techniques developed 
‘by totalitarian regimes for such 
‘purposes. The “real” people of 
‘Croatia crowded the churches to 
pray for their Archbishop. 
| There was, on the one side, a 
‘four-man tribunal, whose members 
did not even pretend to act in a 
manner befitting judges but plain- 
ly considered the defendant guilty 
from the very moment the “trial 
was opened. 

There was a prosecutor who mis- 
took his functions for that of a po- 
litical agitator; and, fully in keep- 
ing with the atmosphere at such 
propaganda trials, there were the 
crowds packing the court room, 
jeering the defendant and applaud- 
ing the presentation of so-called 
evidence. 

And, on the other side, there 
was the Archbishop, disclaiming 
the legitimacy of the trial, answer- 
ing only when the honor of relig- 
ion or the Church was at stake, 
until, in an impassioned address, 
he tore through the maze of dis- 
tortions and exposed the true pur- 
pose of the trial: to destroy the 
Church in Croatia and the centur- 
ies-old loyalty of the people to the 
Holy See and to make religion a 
subservient instrument of the 
State.

Russia, he 
said, has had an unbroken series 
of broken treaties and contracts, 
and is today preparing for war 
while the Allies are disbanding 
their armies. Russia, he said, has 
some 12,000,000 men under arms 
today, and is making munitions of 
war not only within her own ter- 
ritories but in nations which she 
is eens. Quoting a General 
of the United States Army, Msgr. 
Sheen said that Stalin is today 
better prepared for world conquest 
than was Hitler in 1939. Stalin

Since the parent is the natural 
teacher of the child and the Pastor, 
(and those who help with his teach- 
ing responsibility, the Sisters), is 
told by the Great Teacher “Go, 
teach all nations ...,” it seems 
most reasonable, and qnost Catho- 
lic a bond exists between home 
and schools. This we find in the 
Catholic Parent Teacher Associa- 
tion. 

Parents, today, are begging for 
aid in the difficult job of child 
training, and in this type of. or- 
ganization “parent education” is 
made possible. We educate the 
child in the school to Catholic prin- 
ciples, yet 90% of his time is un- 
der home guidance. Should we 
completely ignore the parent in his 
role of “educator?” It is not “par- 
ental delinquency” we are trying to 
overcome? Here then, is a positive 
approach, through education. 

Perhaps, being a parent myself 
and realizing the great need of 
“narent education,” I am only giv- 
ing one point of view. What of the 
teachers, the Pastor hiniself? May 
I quote one Pastor of our diocese 
whose remarks follow... “Under 
the N.C.C.W. one of its natural in- 
terests is children. It would be most 
reasonable to expect a National 
Catholic Organization of Women 
to interest itself deeply in children. 
The outgrowth of course is the 
Parent Teacher Association. The 
P.T.A. has a function to perform. 
When it is done in keeping with the 
constitution and spirit of the P. 
T.A. immense good can be done for 
the parents, teacher, children and 
parish. 

“As a Pastor who has had a P. 
T.A. over a number of years, I 
must give it high praise. It is 
working effectively with my Sis- 
ters, gladly supplying them with 
— needs both domestic and scho- 
astic. 

“Our Sisters meet with the 
P.T.A. board at which time our Sis- 
ters bring to the Board’s atten- 
tion not merely rules of the school 
but also how and in what way par- 
ents might the better cultivate vir- 
tue in the hearts of their children. 
It can be noted that mofe children 
commencing school know a few 
Christian fundamentals such as 
prayer, behavior in church etc., 
since these meetings.

Washington, Oct. 7.—(NC)—Lethargy of Catholic and

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Protestant Magazine 
Repudiated By Jews 


As we anticipated, the magazine 
entitled The Protestant has been 
finally repudiated by Jewish or- 
ganizations and even by the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress which, for a 
long time, gave it support. Its 
editor, Kenneth Leslie, like William 


J. Simmons, founder of the Ku 
Klux Klan in 1916, took advantage 


of existing bigotry, and tried to 
crystalize it and to make capital 
of it. . 


He tried to incite both Jews 
and Negroes against Catholics, and 
later began to attack all but one 
group of Jews. He tried to make 
an anti-Semitic case against Cath- 
olics by inducing some 3,000 
preachers to sign a statement 
against anti-Semitism. The impli- 
cation was that since he had not 
the signatures of Catholic priests, 
the Catholic Church must be anti- 
Semitic. He never publicized, of 
course, that a Protestant minister 
speaks only for himself, and that 
no priest could, on Catholic, prin- 
ciple, be anti-Semitic, because his 
Church has spoken officially on that 
subject, and has officially de- 
nounced racism generally.

soul, the source of its divine life, its guide and protector. On the 
day of the Holy Spirit’s coming the one, holy and Apostolic Church 
became truly “Catholic.” We read in the Acts (II, 41) that there 
were in Jerusalem to observe the centuries-old Jewish holyday 
people from a dozen countries, and that 3,000 of them became mem- 
bers of the Church despite their deep inherited prejudices. Only 
the Holy Spirit could have penetrated this prejudice through the 
sermon delivered by St. Peter, head of the apostolic body. 

The throng which came to Jerusalem for the Jewish feast of 
Pentecost did not expect the unprecedented thing they witnessed. 
The incident disturbed the ecclesiastical leaders greatly, and to 
check the new religion they decided on drastic action. They brought 
about the arrest of St. Peter, but in answer to the prayers of all 
the newly converted (Acts V, 19) Peter was liberated by an angel. 
After his liberation he risked his life by entering the temple to 
preach to the people (Acts V, 21). He and the other Apostles were 
then brought before the Sanhedrin, where the High Priest, pre- 
siding, said to them: “We strictly charged you not to teach in this 
name, and behold you have filled Jerusalem with your teaching 
and want to bring this man’s blood upon us.” Peter’s answer was; 
“We must obey God rather than men” (Acts V, 28-29). 

Peter did not stop there, but pointed out that they were 
guilty of Christ’s death, but would be forgiven if they repented. 
According to the Bible, members of the Sanhedrin were “cut to the 
heart and wanted to slay them” (Ibid, 88). They were quieted 
by Gamaliel, “a teacher of the Law respected by all the people” 
(Ibid, 84). He told the Sanhedrin: “Keep away from these men 
and let them alone. For if this plan or work is of men, it will be 
overthrown: but if it is of God, you will not be able to overthrow 
it. Else perhaps you may find yourselves fighting even against 
God” (Ibid. 88-39). This advice should have been heeded by per- 
secutors of the Church during the later centuries, including the 
“reformers.” They have never been able to overthrow the Church 
because “it is the work of God.” : 

The imprisonment of some of Peter’s successors was no more 
a deterrent to the Church’s progress than the temporary im- 
prisonment of Peter and of his fellow-Bishops. Slaying them only 


had the effect produced by the slaying of the Church’s Founder 
and their Master. 


Apostles Elect Judas’ Successor 

It was not long thereafter that the Apostles met to select a 
successor to Judas. Peter presided and outlined the qualifications 
the candidate must have. Later there was held a Council of the 
Apostles in Jerusalem at which Peter presided. Different matters 
were argued, but when Peter arose to speak and declared what 
must be done “all held their peace” (Acts XI, 18).

Through UNESCO Is Hope Of 
Professional, Cultural Leaders 
Catholic Education Official Reports On Meeting 


Of Advisors To American 


UNESCO Delegation 


Washington, Oct. 3—(NC)—The men and women of 
the United States National Commission for UNESCO are 
convinced that the commission’s international parent body, 
the United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural Or- 
ganization, can play a powerful role in building “peace 
through understanding,” Msgr. Frederick G. Hochwalt de- 


clared after attending the meetings > 


of the body here. 


Mser. Hochwalt, director of the 
Education Department, National 
Catholic Welfare Conference, is 
one of the two representatives of 
Catholic groups on the 100-man 
commission formed to advise the 
United. States delegation to 
UNESCO. The Very Rev. Edward 
V. Stanford, O.S.A., of the Na- 
tional Catholic Educational Associ- 
ation, is the other Catholic repre- 
sentative. 


Msgr. Hochwalt explained that 
the National Commission had been 
called into give a representative 
character to the “many important 
and perhaps 
cisions” the U. S. delegation will 
have to make when it meets with 
people from all over the world at 
the first UNESCO meeting in Paris 
on November 19. He said that the 
commission is without precedent in 
the history of the country, bringing 
together for the first time the 
many professional and cultural in- 
terests of the nation. 


He recalled the words of Assis- 
tant Secretary of State, William 
Benton at the opening session: 
“You give for the first time a col- 
lective brain to the whole nervous 
system of American culture, sci- 
ence, education and the means of 
communication. Everything that 
you may now do will establish a 
precedent. You will have the oppor- 
tunity to insure that this Commis- 
sion makes a distinctive place for 
itself in American life and in world 
culture.” 


The N.C.W.C. official indicated 
that the Commission approached 
its task “with an earnestness rare- 
ly equalled at educational confer- 
ences,’ and said of the conferees 
that “it was their belief that edu- 
cation can prove a vital factor in 
making wars impossible.” 

“It was emphasized that any edu- 
“cational, scientific or cultural ac- 
tivity which will contribute effec- 
tively, promptly and powerfully. to 
eace and security is proper for 

NESCO,” he stated. “Any other 
activity, no matter how worthy in 
itself, is irrelevant and, to the ex- 
tent that it takes money, time or 


energy, constitutes an improper use 
of UNESCO machinery.” 


Thus, he explained, it was agreed 
by the panel on education that 
UNESCO does not exist primarily 
—he emphasized the word “pri- 
marily”—to improve education in 
general, to teach more people how 
to read and write, to sponsor inter- 
national broadcasts, to draft re- 
ports, to call conferences, to ex- 
change teachers, to promote scien- 
tific discovery or to enrich the cul- 
tural life of the common man. 
UNESCO” will doubtless do these 
things, he said, but the test for 
their justification will be whether 
they contribute to peace and se- 
curity. 

“As could be expected,” he add- 
ed, “the difficult question of text- 
book revision was raised and 
UNESCO is to be asked to tackle 
this tremendous task. The edu- 
eators felt that analysis and re- 
vision of texts was needed in such 
subjects as history, geography, 
civics, foreign languages and liter- 
ature. Every effort must be made, 
it was emphasized, to eradicate the 
war spirit and national bias from 
the textbooks. An interesting and 
provocative proposal was made: 
that authors of textbooks «submit 
their work before or after publi- 
cation to a committee of experts.

Strong Faith Of One . 
Victim Of Nazis Led 


| To Doctor’s Conversion 


Berlin, Oct. 7 —Additional ma- 
terial has come to light regarding 


the heroic death of so many Ger- 


man Catholics, both priests and lay 


people, who became victims of the 
nazis. In a broadcast over the 

erlin station the Rev. Peter Buch- 
holz related new facts concerning 
the abortive revolt of July 20, 1944, 
which the Gestapo. used as an ex- 
cuse to do away with some 3,000 
leading personalities throughout 
Germany, many of whom were 
Catholics. 


_.Father Buchholz mentioned spe- 
cifically Hildegard Coppi who be- 
came a‘mother in: jail shortly be- 
fore her execution, the Catholic 
leaders Gross and Letterhaus of 
the Rhineland, the Jesuit Father 
Delp, Father Wehrle .and many 
others. - He pointed out that he 
was prison®chaplain for 20 years, 
twelve of them under the nazi 
regime and that he has seen thous- 
ands of victims of the Gestapo put 
to death after horrid sufferings. 


“My heart warms up,” said Fa- 
ther Buchholz, “when I think of 
so many people who spent endless 
days and nights behind the bars, 
constantly in shackles, and yet bore 
bravely the immeasurable grief 
and died as heroes, surrendering 
in their last hours to supreme, 
eternal values. They had the cer- 
tainty that their sacrifice was not 
in vain.” 

Father Buchholz related an in- 
cident during an air-raid in Berlin 
when the whole jail stood in flames 
while political prisoners were kept 
locked up in their cells, wearing 
iron shackles. As though by a mir- 
acle none of them were killed, 
but the following night 186 of them 
were given the rope. The priest 
did not .succeed in approaching 
them in their last hour. e mass 
execution went on throughout the 
night. One of the victims was Dr. 
Richard Kuenzer, a former official 
of the German Foreign Office and 
a well known Catholic. 

In the case of the victims of the 
July 20 plot Hitler had issued in- 
structions that no priest or min- 
ister should be permitted to see 
the prisoners. ortunately, both 


Father Buchholz and the Protest- 


ant prison chaplain managed to 
approach some of the prisoners in 
their cells during the preceding 
night. 

Particularly worth relating in 
this connection is an incident re- 

rted in the diocesan organ of 

uerttemberg. A former inmate 
of the infamous concentration camp 
of Buchenwald found himself re- 
leased by American troops in the 
Spting of 1945. Having suffered 
severely from ill-treatment he was 
taken to a hospital and was at the 
point of death when _ physician 
on duty approached him.

if A FEW weeks ago I wrote you about soccer,” says a leter from J. J, 

Mahoney of St. Louis, Mo. “In a recent issue you quoted a letter 
from a gentleman in California which, in part, stated that St. Louis 
is the best soccer city in the country. That is correct. However, he 
mentions Father Dempsey as a contributory cause for making St. 
Louis the soccer center. Father Tim may have helped a little, but 
the cradle of soccer in St. Louis was the old Christian Brothers Col- 
lege, where some of the ranking stars of the country learned their 
offsides and penalty kicks. -The California gentleman mentioned St. 
Teresa’s and St. Rita’s parishes. Right on St. Teresa, but not St.: 
Rita; I believe he meant St. Leo’s. St. Leo’s soccer teams were 10 
times champions of St. Louis. Incidently, the Christian Brothers Col- 
led turned out a soccer player who later went to Annapolis, made the 
Navy college football team and in two years against the Army de- 
feated them by kicking field goals. The score of both games was 
Navy 3; Army 0. John Patrick Dalton was the name.” 

I had completely forgotten about it until reading Mr. Mahoney's 
letter, and then I recalled reading a story about Jack Dalton having 
learned to kick a football while 2S perraagg in St. Louis playing on 
a soccer team. And, as I recall it now, Dalton was killed in action 
in World War I when his ship was torpedoed by a U-boat. 


Sincere Regret ... 


A number of readers of this department have written to me re- 
cently in criticism of the football ticket.committee at Notre Dame 
when their orders—particularly for the Army ~game—were turned 
down. Following is a letter on that subject which is typical of the 
others, but because I don’t have the man’s permission to use his 
‘name, I will make one or two alterations to hide his identity: 

“I take this means to express my feelings towards the University 
of Notre Dame football ticket committee. You wrote that anyone 
who has seen the Army-Notre Dame football game since 1940 would 
get tickets (Editor’s note:- I wrote that unless you had been. buying 
Army-Notre Dame tickets since 1940 your order would not be con- 
sidered) and thdt their sale wouldn’t start until Aug. 1.) T attended 
the 1940 game and have bought tickets since 1936. I mailed my 
money order for two tickets on July 25 and was turned down. I 
asked them to check my file and also stated that —— — ; 
a member of the Notre Dame squad, was my God child. They didn’t 
turn down my money order when I’ve donated towards their building 
program. Perhaps I should change my name to O’Malley.” 

So many of you must have had similar experiences, leaving you 
in anything but a friendly frame of mind toward the university and 
its ticket committee that I am here-with reprinting a letter which 
university authorities drew up to send to such rejected and disap- 
pointed applicants as the man whose letter is quoted above. Here 
is that letter: 


Read Carefully .. . 


“Dear Friend of Notre Dame: : 

“Our regret is as. extreme as it is sincere in the highly un- 
pleasant task of ‘returning te you -your remittance for tickets 
to the 1946 Army game. 

“Admittedly your order was received early in August and, 
moreover, we have thoroughly checked the history of your atten- 
dance through your past ticket orders for this game. We found 
it to be long and loyal. 

“Believe us, then, in our asstrance that we have staved off 
_ this action until the last possible moment. It is only because of 
your record of attendance that we did not return your order at 
once, as we did thousands of others. 

“Our alumni preference period closed September 15. We were 
pledged to accept orders from then until that date. The requests 
from alumni (and hundreds of them, too, were refused) so far 
outstripped our estimates that we now find impossible any course 
of action but the one we are forced to take in returning orders 
from our oldest and best patrons. Thus the hope that we have 
elung to in retaining your order this long is now resolved into 
this undesirable but inevitable step. 

“It may interest you to know that thus far we have returned 
in actual cash well over three hundred thousand dollars on this 
one game alone, all from former applicants like yourself. This 
does not take into consideration the countless thousands of re- 
quests that have had a simple denial, the fact that all accepted 
orders were strictly restricted to four, and that hundreds of pre- 
ferred alumni orders were arbitrarily reduced by the committee. 

“Should larger accommodations become available in the future, 
or should some other policy be adopted whereby non-alumni may 
again have a larger share of available tickets, your name will be 
given prime consideration. Frankly, we could understand your 
disinterest after this refusal, but we are hoping that the real 
friends of Notre Dame will try to understand our tremendous 
problem of distribution.” 

Perhaps all that may sound like crocodile tears to some of you 
who didn’t get tickets, but take it from one who is a whole lot closer 
to the ticket situation than most of you could be, there is no exaggera- 
tion. Notre Dame authorities are genuinely concerned about the sit- 
uation because they know that this year’s unprecedented demand has 
resulted in the shutting out of many old friends; the celebrated “sub- 


way” or “alumni:‘at large,” as the late Knute Rockne first termed} 
those myriad followers of the team who have never even see the | 


Notre Dame campus. 

Those people, in a sense, are really the backbone of the Univers- 
ity’s football support, in New York, Los Angeles, New Orleans, or any 
place else. They are the ones who “spot” future football stars and 
send them to Notre Dame. They are the ones who talk Notre Dame 


football in season and out, and there is no one more apprehensive of| 
the present situation than the Notre Dame authorities. 1 


I don’t know what steps they can take,.or will take, to correct 
this embarrassing and regrettable situation, but. some drastic moves 
will have to be made before the 1947 Army game in order to see to 
it that so many. old friends are not disappointed again. 

I can cite my own personal embarrassment to prove to you: 
that the Notre Dame authorities are playing no favorites. In the 
past it has been the custom for a number of friends of mine to

This last “text of St. Paul re- 
vyeals a very special and important 
duty of every bishop, namely to 
provide for the church a clergy 
which will be worthy of the minis- 
try of Christ Himself; the duty of 
selecting and training young men 
for the sacred priesthood through 
a theological seminary whose edu- 
cationél and scientific character is 
beyond question and is being per- 
fected constantly, and whose work 
of moral and spiritual formation 
leaves nothing to be desired. 


Second Function 
Is To Judge 


The second function of a bishop 
is to judge. This power of jude- 
ment flows out into the entire 
spiritual and doctrinal life of His 
church. He must pass on the ortho- 
doxy of the ethical principles which 
are taught, on the doctrines which 
are preached to determine their 
conformity with the official teach- 
ings of the Universal Church. He 
is to judge likewise the individual, 
priest and layman, as to his beliefs 
and his actions. Such judgement is 
not arbitrary, nor is it personal. It 
must be founded on the decla- 
rations of the Church and on its 
approved Canons, *but, when so 
grounded, it is an authoritative 


judgment, subject only to review! 


by the Holy See. 

The Catholic Church is essen- 
tially a Church of law. Every indi- 
vidual, and the religious acts of 
every individusl, have a defined 
place in fts nierarchal organi- 
zation, which begins with the Holy 
Father, and passes on through the 
bishops, to the clergy and humblest 
layman. 


Thirt Duty Is To 
Correct Errors 


Finally, it is the office of the 
bishop to correct. In the middle 
ages, certain offenses against faith 
or morals were judged by the 
bishop, and the culprit was turned 
over to the secular arm for punish- 
ment. Today this relationship be- 


tween Church and State no longer 
exists. A bishop can thus resort 
only to spiritual punishments. 
These he can inflict—even such 
jserious penalty as » excommuni- 
cation. That such penalties are 
seldom invoked in modern times 
does not prove that the power to 
do so has ceased to exist. It does 
prove that the disciplinary life of 
the Church is of such high stand- 
ard, and is so carefully watched 
over by the episcopate, that jt has 
become unnecessary to impose, ex- 
cept on extraordinary occasions, 
severe spiritual punishments in 
order to restrain breaches of 
Church discipline.

and since each of them has been 
appointed to the government o* a 
particular church, thev are. as St. 
Thomas says, ‘like princinal work- 
ers in the construction of the 
spiritual edifice ... and they have 
the clergy to participate in their 
'work and to execute their de- 
cisions.’ ” 


Apostle’s Ideal Of 
An Individual Bishop 


| As for the individual bishop St. 
‘Paul has drawn, even in detail, a 
summation of the qualities. he 
should possess, and the type of life 
he should lead. It will suffice to 
quote, from among many texts, this 
one from the epistle to Titus, as to 
the Apostle’s ideal of one who 
holds a pastoral office. St. Paul 
writes: “A bishop must be blame- 
less as being the steward of God. 
Not proud, or ill-tempered or a 
drinker, or a brawler, or greedy 
for base gain, but hospitable, 
gentle, reserved, just, holy, contin- 
ent; holding fast the fruitful word 
which is in accordance with the 
teaching, that he may be able both 
to exhort in sound doctrine and to 
confute opponents. ... Show thy-

To the Church of St. Louis today 
(October 8) there comes a new 
hishop.

To Encourage

Fathers Peyton, Gartland 


And Lawyer To Lead 
Nation Wide Crusade 


Notre Dame, Ind.—A unique na- 
tional weekly radio program dedi- 
cated to encour family prayer 
in the United States and abroad 
will bei ted over scofes of 
radio stations this winter, it has 
been announced by the Rev. Pat- 
rick Peyton, C.S.C., a priest of the 
Congregation of Holy Cross, who 
is a leading crusader of the Fam- 
ily Rosary in the United States. 


Announcement of the weekly 
radio program was made by Fa- 
ther Peyton following a meeting 
with the Rev. Frank Gartland, 
C.S.C., of Boston, Mass., former 
Prefect of. Religion at the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame, and the Rev. 
Jerome. Lawyer, C.S.C., Ports- 
mouth, 0., who was in a Japanese 
internment camp ‘during the lat-: 
ter part of World War II. The 
meeti was conducted at - Holy 
Cross femiliary on the campus of 
the University of Notre Dame to 
plan the Family Rosary campaign 
for the coming year. 

Last year Father Peyton made a 
trip to Hollywood and returned 
with the promise of 50 of the 
greatest stars in moviedom that 
they would volunteer their time to 
dramatize on the radio the essen- 
tial necessity of the restoratjon of 
family prayer for the peace and 
happiness of the world, Radio time, 
script writers and a producer have 
been secured for the series of pro- 
grams. 

Among other items discussed at 
this first meeting of the three 
priests of the Congregation of Holy 
Cross was the intensification of 
the Crusade for the Family Rosary 
during October, the month espe- 
cially dedicated by the Church to 
the Rosary. 


Father Peyton, born in Ireland 
and ordained a priest of the Con- 
gregation of Holy Cross five years 
ago, has become nationally and in- 
ternationally known as a modern 
apostle in the Catholic devotion to 
the Family Rosary. In gratitude 
to the Blessed Virgin for his re- 
markable restoration to health in 
1942, after a near-fatal illness, he 
has consecrated his life to spread- 
ing the practice of the Family Ro- 
sary. His headquarters are located 
at 923 Madison Avenue, Albany, 


Father Gartland was recently 
transferred from his duties as edi- 
tor of the “Students’ Bulletin” in 
Our Sunday Visitor to preaching 
the Family Rosary in parish tri- 
duums and to organizational work. 
The former Prefect of Religion at 
Notre Dame also is well-known 
as author of many pamphlets for 
young people.

A Bishop from Manchuria ex- 
pressed himself as follows: - 

“After the many sufferings 
we have been through, we are 
now back.at work again and full 
of hope. We wish to be fully 
prepared to meet the occasion, 
which appears to be a very fav- 
orable one for spreading the 
Faith ... Beyond a doubt great 
multitudes find themselves at a 
turning-point 
Christianity is destined to make 
itself felt here as it did of yore 
among the peoples of Europe... 
We are relying not on our own 
strength merely but rather on 
help from Above and on the as- 
sistance we expect from Europe 
in men and means.” 

Another Bishop writes as fol- 
lows from China: “We continue 
doing our duty arid are kept busy 
at the urgent task of forming 
good Christians and organizing 
Christian communities, trusting 
ever in the help of: the Lord, 
Which cannot fail us, and to the 
subsidies and alms we look ‘for- 
ward to receiving soon.” 


And here is a passage from 


the letter of the Superioress ofa 
Congregation of nuns in Japan: 
“The Sisters in Tokyo tell me of 
their sufferings but also reveal 
their courageous determination 
to continue their mission efforts 
as before. Our schools, each of 
which has more than a thousand 
pupils, have been«burned to the 
ground. The Sisters now bring 
their girls together in make- 
shift quarters but they have 
recommenced their catechetical 
instructions and are setting 
about rebuilding the schools.” 

Although Protestant mission- 
ary effort is not half as success- 
ful as Catholic in foreign lands, 
their missions are well supported 
by a tax against their every Sun- 
day envelope collection. It costs 
much more to support a Protes- 
tant missionary because he is 
usually a married man with a 
wife and family. Catholic priests, 
whether they be secular or relig- 
lous, and the good Sisters, labor 
for a pittance—just enough to 
uphold their strength. 

It may not be known to you, 
but the attitude of pagan pow- 
ers has never been more friendly 
to the Catholic Church. They 
have'seen all the nations of the 
world at war filled with rivalry 
and hate, while they have seen 
the Holy Father, head of the 
Vatican State, promote an apos- 
tolate of charity. The Vatican is 
about the only temporal power 
(small as it is) which the pagan 
nations trust. But the great need 
today is both for workers and 
for the support required for 
their sustenance. 

Since the “harvest” was never 
greater, it was never more im. 
perative that we pray to the 
“Loyd of the harvest to send 
laborers into His vineyard.” 

Central America, South Amer- 
ica, the Philippine Islands are 
calling on the United States to 
provide them with more priests. 
Mormon parents take pride in 
sending their youths aJl over the 
world to do missienary work. 
In fact a young practical Mor-

To léarn more about this great 
Saint and his companions St, John 
LaLande, S.J., and St. Rene Goupil, 
S.J., we suggest readi The Jesuit 
Martyrs of North America, by John 
ynne, S. J. 
This book is neither myth nor 
legend and deals with the -wonder- 
ful achievements accomplished in 
a spiritual way by men of exquisite 
culture and refinement, They labor- 
ed among Indian tribes—those hu- 
man beings who had fallen into the 
depths of barbarism and depravity. 

The story of Isaac Jogues and 
his companions is not as well 
known. as it deserves to be—con- 
sidering Jogues’ place in American 
history. Much may be learned from 
the Letter, written by this holy 
man to his Provincial Jean Filleau, 
in France, dated Aug. Sth., 1643, 
and sent from the Mohawk village, 
then located near the present site 
of Auriesville, New York. 

To appréciate its contents, one 
need only recall that the Iroquois 
were the fiercest Indian tribes in 
the East at that time and were 
bitterly opposed to the French and 
hateful of the Black Robe—as the 


missionary was called on account’ 


of his clerical garment. In full de- 
tail are described his travels and 
sufferings which finally led to mar- 
tyrdom in 1646—300 years ago! 

Revered today as the first saints 
to die on American soil—their Ter- 
centenary will be observed with 
special ceremonies, at the Shrine 
of Our Lady of Martyrs in Auries- 
ville, New York. 

The younger folks should read 
Mangled Hands by Neil Boyton, 8. 
J. This best seller for American 
boys and girls is the story and ac- 
tual details of the martyrdom of 
St. Isaac Jogues and companions 
and is also a hair-raising Indian 
story. It is related by the youngest 
of the Martyrs—Tarcisius formerly

year-old son of a Huron chieftain, 
and is most vividly told in his own 
quaint language.

Father Flanagan 
Blames Parents 
For Delinquency 


Director Of Boys Town 
Speaks To Civitan Club; 
Guest At Notre Dame 


South Bend, Ind.—Parents of the 
two per cent “of children in the 
United States who become trans- 
gressors of fhe law should be hail- 
ed into court and held accountable 
for their children’s actions. 


That was the opinion of Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. Edward J. Flanagan, direc- 
tor of Boys Town, Neb., in an ad- 
dress at John Adams auditorium 
where he spoke under the auspices 
of the South Bend Civitan club last 
Saturday. 


The champion of youth vigorous- 
ly castigated the parents of delin- 
quent children and declared that 
those children who get into trouble 
are victims of neglect by their par- 
ents; victims of not being loved, 
victims of ignérance, and have not 
been taught principles ‘which all 
children must learn from their par- 
ents if they are to grow up nor- 
mally. 


“These unfortunate children are 


‘}sometimes called bad children and 


said to do bad things, but that’s 
a stupid statement.- They do what 
they consider good, and what their 
opinions of their own actions are 
they learned by example from 
their parents. In their eves a fa- 
ther can do no evil. all fathers 
are heroes. Then if fathers teach 
bad examples or are otherwise de- 
linauent by their failure to prov- 
erlv instruct the child, the child 
will be defective in his thinking, 
he will suecumb to all temptations 
that assail him and their are cer- 
tainly a lot of temptations. 


“But you micht as well talk 
‘to a blank wall as to a parent 
who is tod stupid to realize the 
preciousness of children given by 
God into their care. Imagine then 
the children who are destined to 
live a full life and whose stars 
are destined to shine in heaven, 
becoming criminals because of the 
stupidity and neglect of parents.” 
Children leave ‘home because of 
monotony or because they find 
no sanctuary nor love there, too, 
Father Flanagan declared. 

Mayor F, Kenneth Dempsey 
welcomed Father Flanagan and 
paid glowing tribute to the man 
who has the welfare of the na- 
tion’s under-privileged boys at 
heart.
